Timothy Geithner won confirmation 
as treasury secretary last month despite 
personal tax lapses he later paid penalties 
to rectify 

On Obama’s first day in office, he 
imposed perhaps the toughest ethics rules 
of any president in modern times. Since 
then he and his advisers have been trying 
to explain why they do not cover this case 
or that case. 

His spokesman, Robert Gibbs, on 
Tuesday insisted that the ethics bar 
Obama’s administration set “is the highest 
that any administration in the country has 
ever set.” 

Gibbs said experts recognized that 
Obama would need to make exceptions to 
his pledge to run an administration free of

Starbucks hints at value 
meals to counter McDonald’s

NEW YORKThe allure of the value meal has long seduced 
penny-pinchers craving a cheeseburger. Now, as the dis- 
mal economy slurps up profits, Starbucks is hoping to 
find some sales salvation in its own value meal variety 

The tug of war for coffee drinkers has gotten 
hotter in recent months, with McDonald’s offering 
new, lower-priced specialty coffee drinks and Dunkin’ 
Donuts advertising value-minded deals. Not to be 
outdone. Dunkin’ Donuts is trying to attract value- 
conscious consumers with specially priced coffee and 
food combinations, such as a medium drip coffee and 
an egg white flatbread sandwich for $1.99. 

Starbucks has yet to offer many details about 
what Chief Executive Howard Schultz described to 
investors last week as “several breakfast pairings” at 
“attractive” prices. More details are expected as early 
as later this week. 

The McDonald’s drinks, which are now in about half 
of the company’s U.S. stores, have already garnered a 
following among some former Starbucks customers. 
Meanwhile, some former Starbucks drinkers have 
been cutting back or abstaining altogether. 


Kathryn Lane, a 30-year-old Brooklyn, N.Y., 
resident, said she used to indulge in a Starbucks latte 
as a treat about once a week. “I go about once a month 
now at most,” Lane said. 

Starbucks is looking to rebound from dismal sales 
in the U.S. as more consumers cut back on spending 
in the deepening recession. In its fiscal first-quarter 
report last week, same-store sales — a key indicator of 
a retailer’s performance— dropped 10 percent. 

But the coffee chain’s customer base still includes 
a die-hard core that may be unwilling to trade down 
on their brew 

Melanie Helfrich, a 29 -year-old from Louisville who 
favors Starbucks lattes, was unimpressed by a free 
sample of a hot mocha latte at her local McDonald’s 
recently 

“I am willing to pay the extra $2 and wait for my 
drink in order to get a good cup of coffee,” she said.

Jessica, 26, balanced her RAZR phone on her 
bathroom sink. Setting the camera mode to auto- 
timer, she modeled a sexy topless pose. With the 
push of a button, she sent the photo to her long- 
distance boyfriend’s cell phone. 

Two and a half years later, the Wrigleyville resi- 
dent said she sent the photo to be “flirty and sexy” 
but now regrets it, 

“It was one of those things that, when I did it, 
I really liked the guy ,„ I wasn’t thinking that we’d 
break up or what would happen when we broke up ,” 
said Jessica, who asked that her last name not be 
published to protect herself from embarrassment. 
Though the relationship ended a year ago, what 
bothers Jessica is not knowing if her ex still has 
the photo, 

“It’s crossed my mind that he might either just 
publish it for the heU of it {or] he might do it out 
of spite,” she said, 

Sexting— sending sexually explicit text mes- 
sages or photos — is common among young adults, 
a recent survey found. But sex and relationship 
experts warn sexting could come back to haunt 
you. All it takes is one click from a phone for the 
photo to be forwarded to others or end up on a 
Web site; by then there’s very little you can do to 
protect yourself from embarrassment, 

Sexting can be even more controversial when 
it involves teens. Last month, three teen girls at a 
Pennsylvania high school who allegedly sent nude 
or semi-nude cell phone pictures of themselves 
were slapped with child pornography charges, as 
were the three teenage boys who received them. 
The Associated Press reported. 

But young adults are sexting more than teens. 
Survey results released in December by the

National Campaign to Prevent Teen and Unplanned 
Pregnancy and cosmoglrl.com reported 59 percent 
of adults ages 20 to 26 had sent or posted sexually 
suggestive text messages or e-mails. One- third 
had sent or posted nude or semi-nude images of 
themselves. 

While the survey showed that 71 percent agreed 
that sending such messages, pictures or videos can 
have serious negative consequences, many do it 
anyway 

Sextets need to proceed with caution because 
there’s no telling what’s going to happen with the 
relationship or where something will end up, said 
Anna David, a sex and relationship expert, who 
hosts a sex and relationship QScA segment called 
“In Tour Pants” on G4 network’s “Attack of the 
Show” 

“Tbu should never write or send anything you 
don’t want your parents or employer to see,” she 
said. Phone sex is safer because nobody will know 
about it unless it’s recorded, she said. 

Receivers of a risque message can pretty much 
assume the sender is interested in hooking up, 
which is fine if that’s what both parties want, 
David said. 

But senders risk humiliation when the sext ends 
up in the wrong hands, “Understand the guys are 
pretty happy when they get it. But you can prob- 
ably rest assured they’re showing their buddies 
too,” she said. 

There’s proof that happens. Author Olivia 
Baniuszewicz recalled a friend who once sent a 
naked photo to a guy she dated. He apparently 
forwarded the photo to his best friend, who 
Baniuszewicz’s friend later saw had it as his screen 
saver on his phone, 

Baniuszewicz suggests sexting be kept between 
those in a serious relationship, 

“Our whole purpose of sexting is to spice up 
an existing relationship and bring excitement 
throughout the day,” said Baniuszewicz, co-author 
of “Flirtexting: How To Text Tour Way To His 
Heart,” due out in April, “I think you have to be 
really comfortable with the person sexually before 
you start sending these texts out of the blue,” 

Even in that scenario, Ray Luedtke, 25, says he 
wouldn’t send a sexually explicit text, 

“I’m afraid somebody I didn’t want to see 
would see it,” said Luedtke, a student who lives 
in Norwood Park, “Pictures are out of the ques- 
tion,” 

Once that message or photo enters cyberspace, 
\ it could be there forever, said Steven Rothberg, 


founder of collegerecrulter.com, a job board used by 
college students looking for internships and gradu- 
ates looking for jobs. 

A simple Google search could show a college 
recruiter or employer that information. If the first 
thing employers find about a job candidate is objec- 
tionable, they’ll question your judgment, he said, 

A 2007 survey by ExecuNet showed 83 percent 
of executive and corporate recruiters used search 
engines to learn more about candidates and 43 per- 
cent eliminated a candidate based on the informa- 
tion found online. In a 2008 survey by careerbullder. 
com —partly owned by the Tribune Co,, which also 
owns RedEye— 22 percent of hiring managers said 
they use social networking sites to research candi- 
dates, One-third of them found content, including 
provocative photos, that caused them to dismiss 
the candidate. One out of 10 college admissions 
officers visit those sites too, according to a 2008 
survey by test prep service Kaplan. 

To bury your digital dirt, Rothberg recommends 
cleansing social networking profiles, deleting blog 
entries and photos, and removing the “tag” from 
your friends’ photos. Post positive content online 
so the older and negative material gets pushed 
down among the hits returned from an online 
search, he said. 

What else canyon do if there’s a raunchy photo 
of you that’s been forwarded or posted online? Not 
much. 

Social networking sites like Eacebook prohibit 
posting obscene, pornographic or sexually explicit 
content and will remove such content once it’s 
reported. 

Even if your social networking profile restricts 
access to material posted on it, it doesn’t pre- 
vent your so-called “friends” from copying and 
redistributing that photo, said Leslie Ann Reis, 
director of the John Marshall Law School Center 
for Information Technology & Privacy Law, 
“Unfortunately with all these technologies, there’s 
a permanent record of all these youthful indiscre- 
tions so it doesn’t go away anymore,” she said. 

You could try suing for invasion of privacy, but 
it would be difficult to sustain such a claim if you 
voluntarily put that information into the public 
domain, she said. Once it’s in the public domain, 
you lose the ability to protect it, 

“Unfortunately, posting pictures on the Internet, 
sending pictures or racy comments via text or 
e-mail is essentially publishing that information to 
the world,” Reis said,

Scratched but not 
scarred— officials say 
sculpture easy to fix

Millennium Park’s Bean sculpture has been 
vandalized with two scrawled names, but 
parks officials said Tuesday the damage 
should be easy to repair. 

The names scratched in the no -ton 
sculpture— known formally as Cloud 
Gate— will be buffed out sometime this 
week by the same company that did the 
original polishing work on the sculpture, 
said park spokeswoman Jill Hurwitz. 

“This damage is very minor and can be 
easily repaired,” she said, speaking about 
one of the scrawls, which appears to read 
“Peters” or “Peter S.” 

“It has happened before a couple of 
times,” she said. 



That name was found on the northeast 
quarter of the sculpture on the outside 
facade, about 3 feet off the ground. It was 
several inches across and about an inch 
tall. A bit above it, the letters “PS” were 
scratched in as well. 

Hurwitz said a second name— apparent- 
ly ‘Ashley D”— was scrawled into the Bean 
near the previously reported one. 

There is a security camera that monitors 
Cloud Gate, located in the Chase Promenade 
to the east of the sculpture, Hurwitz said. 
Police are reviewing video from that camera 


to see if they can determine who was respon- 
sible for the vandalism. 

The names were discovered by a park 
security officer around 1:30 p.m. Monday, 
police said. 

Mayor Daley on Tuesday also bemoaned 
the act of vandalism against the sculpture. 

“That’s a very sad comment when you’re 
defacing the Bean,” Daley said. “Who’s 
going to pay for that? We hope to get the 
person who did it and let that person pay 
for it. You start defacing pieces of art or 
churches or places of worship and every- 
thing else, and taxpayers have to pay for 
that? No, it shouldn’t be.” 

The Bean is made from a series of stain- 
less steel plates, welded together and pains- 
takingly polished. 

“It’s a beloved icon, millions of people 
come to see it every year and are very 
respectful,” Hurwitz said. “This is distress- 
ing that anyone would do this to a piece of 
public art, but fortunately it’s very rare.”

Former Gov Rod Blagojevich’s ongoing talk- 
show tour brought him to David Letterman’s 
show Tuesday 

“I’ve been wanting to be on your show 
in the worst way for the longest time,” 
Blagojevich told Letterman at the start of his 
lengthy appearance on the show. 

“Well, you’re on in the worst way, believe 
me,” Letterman responded. 

Most of Blagojevich’s comments will be 
familiar to anyone who has turned on a TV 
in the last week or two. He said, again and 
again, that he is innocent, that his comments 
in wiretapped conversations were “taken out 
of context,” that he’ll be vindicated, that the 
impeachment process wasn’t fair and that 
Illinois politicians wanted him out so they 
could raise taxes. 

Of course, Letterman couldn’t resist a few 
gibes about Blagojevich’s nonstop media 
tour. 

“I saw you on ‘The View,’ I saw you on ‘The 
Rachel Maddow Show,’ I saw you on ‘The 
Today Show’ I saw you, I think, {on] every 
other show that is in production currently,” 
Letterman said as the audience laughed. 
‘And the more you talked and the more you 
repeated your innocence, the more I said to 
myself, ‘Oh, this guy is guilty’ ” 

Letterman, as he often is with disgraced 
celebrities or politicians, was friendly yet 
utterly relentless. He asked if Blagojevich 
believed that he’d be found not guilty of any 
criminal wrongdoing and that Illinois voters 
would come to think, “we’ve bounced the guy 
and he was completely innocent.” 

“Tes, I do believe that, and I believe it will 
be a historic result,” Blagojevich said. 

There was a pause, and then Letterman 
said, “Do you use shampoo and conditioner?” 
to much laughter from the audience. 

He also asked if Blagojevich would continue 
to appear on any TV show that would have 
him. 

“Look, are you going to invite me back?” 
the ex-governor responded. 

“Just in terms of filling time, you’ve been 
tremendous,” Letterman said. 

Letterman also asked what Blagojevich’s 
next move will be. 

“I’m looking for work. Are you hiring?” he 
asked.

COLUMBIA, S.C. Olympic superstar 
Michael Phelps could face criminal 
charges as part of the fallout from a photo 
that surfaced showing the swimmer smok- 
ing from a marijuana pipe at a University 
of South Carolina house party 
Lt. Chris Cowan, a spokesman for 
Richland County Sheriff Leon Lott, who 
is known for his tough stance on drugs, 
said Tuesday the department was investi- 
gating. 

The photo first shown in British tabloid 
News of the World on Sunday was snapped 


during a November party while Phelps was 
visiting the university, according to the 
paper. 

Phelps, 23, and his team have not disput- 
ed the photo’s accuracy Phelps has issued 
a public apology, acknowledging “regret- 
table” behavior and “bad judgment” after 
the photo appeared. 

One of Phelps’ agents. Drew Johnson, 
said Tuesday authorities had not contacted 
the swimmer. “So we really can’t specu- 
late,” he said. 

The Richland County sheriff can pur- 


sue charges as long as the party was in the 
county, the spokesman said. 

“The bottom line is, if he broke the law, 
and he did it in Richland County, he’s going 
to be charged,” Cowan said. “And there’s 
no difference between Michael Phelps and 
several other people that we arrest for the 
same type of a charge every day” 

Under South Carolina law, possession of 
one ounce or less of marijuana is a misde- 
meanor that carries a fine up to $200 and 
30 days in jail for the first offense. 
Possession of paraphernalia is a $500 fine.

Economic reality poses opportunities and problems as White Sox eye Abreu

Because no one is denying it— and each side may 
have its reasons — the Bobby Abreu rumor won’ t go 
away, the one that claims the White Sox offered the 
free agent a bargain-basement-low $8 million. 
That’s half of what Abreu made last year with the 
"Vknkees, who were not considered to be overpaying 
their right fielder. And it’s light years from Abreu’s 
initial request of three years and $45 million. 

But economic reality has set in for free agents. 
While the free -spending Cubs signed Milton 
Bradley, a player five years younger and with less 
power, for $30 million over three years, Abreu is 
having trouble finding a job. So are Ken Griffey Jr,, 
Adam Dunn and Manny Ramirez, the best right- 


handed hitter of his time. 

What is fact and what is fiction in this latest 
White Sox drama? Here’s what is known: 

» The Sox have talked to Abreu’s agent, Peter 
Greenberg, and probably have made an infor- 
mal proposal that they would be willing to pay 
$8 million if he doesn’t sign elsewhere before Spring 
Training comes, Greenberg did not return a phone 
call and e-mail seeking comment. 

Sox General Manager Ken Williams’ response 
by e-mail was, “I can’t keep up with these bloggers’ 
pace,” although he also said Abreu is “a great player 
and can help any club,” 

» To sign Abreu, the Sox probably would have 
to trade Jermaine Dye, who has been shopped to 


other teams all off-season. While Dye might bring a 
young pitcher in return, he is owed $11,5 million this 
season, with a $i million buyout for the following 
year. That means “buying” teams might be able to 
sign Abreu cheaper, 

Seattle is very interested in Abreu, although the 
Mariners would have to dump salary before signing 
him, 

» Greenberg probably isn’t done working for his 
client yet, which means other teams easily could 
outbid the Sox for Abreu, 

One thing is certain: There are not enough at- 
bats on the Sox for Dye, Abreu, Carlos Quentin, 
Paul Konerko and Jim Thome even if the desig- 
nated hitter spot was rotated.

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Pop-turned-rock band Coupleskate 
isn t playing so nice anymore 


By Lisa Balde 

Partway through our chat with Coupleskate about the local rock outfit’s regular bouts 

of whiskey drinking, arm-wrestling and choreographed 
dancing (a.k.a. band practice), singer/guitarist Andrea 
Bauer gets up from the table to properly demo their 
new, behind-the-scenes “moves.” 

“Laura was doing some metal {riffs] the other day,” 
she says, nodding to guitarist/keyboardist Laura Watral, 
who’s red-faced and laughing. “She’s got this move 
where she’s playing air guitar.” (Bauer revs her “guitar;” 
freezes into metal position.) ‘And she gets low— almost 
does the splits.” 

After a few dramatic windmill riffs a la Pete 
Townshend and one impressive dip, it’s clear Coupleskate has more attitude than 
the sunny pop that kick-started the band— which now also includes bassist Lauren 
Viera, who writes for the Chicago Tribune, and drummer Martha Williams. The group 
admits that this type of rock-’n’-roll bonding was needed to gradually adopt the deep- 
er, more complex indie-rock that forms their new album, “Don’t Scare the Horses,” 
which they’ll debut Feb. 13 at Empty Bottle. 

At Danny’s Tavern in Bucktown, we talked to Bauer, 31, who lives in Wicker Park, 
and Watral, 32, of Avondale, about songwriting marathons and scaring horses.

This theory of taste subjectivity is supported by the science. Our 
tongue is responsible for determining sweetness, sourness, saltiness, 
bitterness, temperature and texture. All other tastes are tied into 
our sense of smell. Don't believe me? Pinch your nose as you taste a 
flavored beverage. Chances are the flavor has been reduced to the 
basic tongue tastes. 

Smell is caused by the receptors in our nose and brain reacting to 
and interpreting odor compounds or molecules. Humans can detect 
more than 10,000 different odor-causing compounds, many of which 
can be found in wine. Wine experts who are trained to recognize 
odors are not necessarily born with a more sensitive sense of smell— 
they're just better practiced at retrieving names of smells from their 
brain. 

When we say a wine smells of peaches, that does not mean the 
winemaker has added fruits to the blend, but rather our brain is 
interpreting the molecules in the wine as stone fruits. Our sense of 
smell also triggers memory and emotion. For example, whenever 
I smell CKOne perfume, I am reminded of 1991 and the original 
“Beverly Hills, 90210,” How we smell wine and what it reminds us of 
are two important factors in determining whether we will like it, 

I grew up eating curry every day, so I am more likely to pick up 
spice aromas in wine, I have fond memories of my mother cooking 
great Indian dishes, so it's no surprise I like spicy wines, F my 
mother was a horrible cook, then I suppose my reaction to these 
wines would be quite different. 

So where does this leave a person who wants to find the right 
bottle of wine for that special someone on Valentine's Day? The 
greatest aphrodisiac aspect of wine is the fact you can share it, Fyou 
enjoy a particular wine because it reminds you of a fond experience 
in life, then I say share both. No man or woman can ever resist the
